water mills, anil is then taken in bags 
In the still house, if there is one, for 
plenty of the stills are Operated in the 
open air. A furnace of stone is eon- 
Structed, and a lot, of meal is scalded 
with boiling hot, water and then plac- 
ed in the tubs. 

With this is mixed the malt corn, 
which is Indian corn that lias been 
wet and kept warm until it sprouts, 
then dried out, and ground. When 
fermentation has set, in, I hi' distillers, 
who can not, wait, until whiskey is 
made, drink (he mash in great quan- 
tities, calling it "beer." A. sufficient 

quantity of mash having been pre- 
pared, the shiner makes a run by 
his still and running off all he 
. hand. The still is a huge 
copper boiler, or an iron pot, with the 
top plugged, and a tube running 
from it through a barrel of water, 
the Hake stand, and then emptying 
(he condensed vapor into a barrel 
placed ready to catch it. The first 
product, having been through the 
still a single time, is called "singling," 
When the mash has been boiled un- 
til all the alcohol has been extracted, 

.11 is refilled with singling, or 

low wines, and another run is made, 
this being called "doubling," or moon- 
shine whiskey. When enough of 
this has been made the 'shiners al- 
most invariably have a big spree, 
alter which the whiskey, which is 
rarely more than live or ten gallons 

in quantity, is put in a keg and con- 
cealed away from the still. The 
custom of the distillers is to wait for 
a, week or more, getting plenty of 
singling ready, preparing for a big 
doiililin, and' by some mysterious 
means, whenever they are ready for 
a doublin, the new*, gets abroad so 
that the people who want to buy 
whiskey hurry to the still and get it. 
almost as soon as it is made, seldom 
caving enough to trouble the distill- 
er when he wauls lo conceal it. Some 
of the stills arc run almost continuous- 
ly, ;ind Others only once or twice a 
month, but the neighbors always 
know, and the mountain house which 

docs not contain a quart or two of 

moonshine somewhere or other would 
be hard to find. When a good run 
has been made, the 'shiner generally 
pays for the corn and meal he has 
purchased, and then whisky is more 
acceptable than coin. 

The signs of a moonshine still are 

mil. in every Locality. These 

are B fresh stream of water, ami a 
path up or near (he glen or hollow 
li which the stream rims. The 
shiner cannot Operate without water, 
and unless he has a concealed spring, 
as is frequently the case in the moun- 
tains, the stream is evidence to start 
with. The path can not be conceal- 
ed, for too many people visit the still 
I, and in a very little time the 
idden down and a little foot- 
formed. Another good sign is 
well-fed and sleek-looking hogs on a 
mountain side, for these l\'r<\ on the 
slop or boiled out mash that is thrown 
away, and can hardly he drives from 
the place w here they find gUCh good 
food. It has often happened that a 
Still-hunting revenue otlicer has been 
led direct to a still-house in operation 
by bogs, for they learn the time when 
the still is emptied, and make regular 

journeys to it. The shiners know 
this, and so the most cautious I.

thing more than a huge mass of me- 
tal. When a cast-iron still is treated 
in this manner, its usefulness is for- 
ever gone, but not so with the copper 
ones. What is left of these the shi- 
ners, who have escaped, gather up, 
and with infinite patience and great 
ingenuity, patch and piece together, 
riveting the patches on, and finally 
putting the still in order so that it 
may be used again. Many of these 
patched stills have been taken a se- 
cond and third time. Some of them 
are genuine curiosities, so clever is 
the workmanship on them. After 
having once been seized, the still-cap 
is SO mutilated that it can never be 
used again, but the 'shine'rs get 
around this by making wood caps and 
fastening them on with dough, so that 
they are rendered perfectly air-tight, 
and almost as good as they ever were. 

The plaOOS for the cone.eahneul of 
whiskey, or of the stills, when the 
owners have been warned in time for 
them to pull the coppers out the 
frames on which they rest and re- 
move them to a secure hiding place, 
arc always as far from the still-house 
as possible. Another glen or a hole 
or a cave in the cliffs is generally se- 
cured, and the hiding is so well done 
that when once a still has been pulled 
out it is almost useless to look for it. 

The yield of whisky under the me- 
thods of the 'shiners is not more than 
half what the registered distillers get 
out of the same quanity of grain, but 
as the 'shiners can get corn for from 
fifty to sixty cents a bushel and pay 
no tax, there seems to be a small 
margin for profit, as long as the 
'shiner is not detected, hut when he 
is taken, away goes everything. The 
time for planting or harvesting his 
crop may lie on hand, his family may 
be in want, but it makes no difference. 
A deputy marshal or guard takes him 
up on his horse, and they rule double 
to the nearest United States Commis- 
sioner, fifty or perhaps seventy-five 
miles away, and stopping at night at 
the nearest town I hat has a jail. A 
trial before the Commissioner follows, 
and then, unless the prisoner gives 
bond, he is sent to jail, and thence 
into the United States District Court, 
there to he fined and sent to jail again. 
During his absence his wife gets along 
and feeds and clothes her children as 
best she can, for her husband may be 
gone only a few months, or a year or 
more. The wives all bear their mis- 
fortunes stoically and wait, patiently 
for the return of their "men," though 
occasionally, if one particular man 
stays too long, they marry again. — 
Louisville Courier Journal.

W. Mann travels for a large Cleveland 
wholesale house, and is said to be a 
most successful salesman, notwith- 
standing the fact that, he is deaf, 
dumb and lame. He visits Detroit 
about every thirty days, and is receiv- 
ed with favor by the merchants with 
whom he has business relations. His 
conversation is carried on entirely by 
the aid of pencil and paper, in the use 
of whieh he is wonderfully dexterous. 
He has the advantage of never deliv- 
ering long-winded orations at a time, 
when his customers arc longing for 
peace and quietness. 

We clip the following item from 
the Lansing Daily Journal of 
May ad: 

The entire police department was 
called OUt about four o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon by a telephone mes- 
sage from the Orand Trunk depot 
stating that a man had been knocked 
down and robbed. City Marshal 
lllair and assistants, with Deputy 
Sheriff Cook and United States Mar- 
shal Abels, were soon on the seem 1 , 
and the victim presented himself in 
the shape of a deaf and dumb tramp, 
who made it understood that he had 
been knocked down, choked and rob- 
bedV>f $2 in good hard cash by two 
men of whom he gave descriptions. 
His left eye was dressed in mourn- 
ing and his neck showed quite clear- 
ly that it had been freely fingered. 
A search waw instituted, and a lone- 
some, innocent looking tramp, whose 
brogue bore him out in the declara- 
tion that he had but recently depart- 
ed from the old soil, was round sit- 
ting down near the Oram! Trunk 
bridge over Grand river. In some 
respects he tallied with one of the 
descriptions given by the victim, and 
he was accordingly taken into cus- 
tody by Officer Cook. As soon as 
the deaf -mute saw the Irishman, he 
bellowed like a wild bull ami rushed 
furiously toward him. It required 
the combined efforts of two or three 
men to restrain him from assaulting 
the greatly surprised but unterritied 
Irishman. The latter vehemently 
protested his innocence, and swore 
by the bogs of old Ireland that, he 
had sever seen the deaf-mute before. 
He was handcuffed, however, and 
hustled off to the city jail. The ofti- 
cers searched him thoroughly, but 
found nothing. At the jail, the com- 
plainant, who gave his name as Prank 
Potter and residence Saginaw, was 
closely questioned, and the otheers 
were convinced that he was an adroit 
liar. His black eye was examined 
and it plainly indicated that he had 
carried the decoration for several 
days. The Irishman gave his name 
as'Wm. Shea and told apparently a 
straight story. He had lodged at 
the jail on the previous night 
the shades of the evening were 
approaching, be was again extended 
the hospitality of the city over night 
and released in the morning. The 
deaf-mute was also looked Up for the 
night. He is by all accounts a con- 
summate fraud. 

"Shea was discharged this morning. 
The dummy was held on suspicion. 
This afternoon a gentleman stopping 
at the Hotel Downey volunteered to 
make the fellow speak and succeeded 
beyond his expectations. Ho can 
talk as well as any person, hnt his

Mi;. Editok :— 11 is indeed aston- 
ishing, if not sickening to notice the 
plots, the devices and tricks, those 
Boston deaf-mutes are practicing in 

order to turn the tide of support to- 
wards their own favorite delegates. 

Some weeks ago, there were mailed 
out from that city, a hundred or more 
anonymous circulars reflecting in 
severe terms upon the honor and 
characters of two of our most distin- 
guished and respected silent brethren, 
for no other cause than that they 
were working for the election of an- 
other delegate than their own. And 
their latest device was to send a re- 
porter to Mr. Hill to get his views on 
certain matters connected with this 
so much agitated delegate question, 
and, then, to send them to the papers 
in such a shape as to convey a wrong 
impression upon the leading public. 

To make matters straight in this 
latter instance, Mr. Hill did not say 
"that he thought Mr. Frisbee was 
fairly elected as a New England dele- 
gate ; neither did he say that nothing 
could be shown thai the action was a 
local one." Mr. Hill certainly has 
more common sense than that. IK' 
said nothing of the kind. He simply 
said that he was in the hands of his 
friends, and that be positively refused 
to mix in the quarrel, but he hoped 
that it would be settled amicably. 
While he allowed, as all freely do, 
that a majority of votes in any meet- 
ing elects as the choice of that meet- 
ing, yet hi' expressed no opinion as to 
the regularity of the meeting. The 
meeting was a local one, consequent- 
ly, the delegate chosen by it could 
only be a local delegate. 

In the matter of the anonymous 
circular business, there are no words 
in the dictionary that can denounce 
it too strongly. It is simply a dirty 
and cowardly piece of work. Nothing 
good can result from such a practice. 
On the contrary, in nine cases out of 
ten, the tide of ill-feeling and hatred 
is sure to turn against the parties 
sending them out. Especially has 
this proved so in this delegate difficul- 
ty, for the gentlemen, whose charac- 
ters are assailed in the circulars, have 
more friends to-day, and Mr. Hill 
himself has actually received more 
support both in money for his expens- 
es and in votes, than they would have 
had. bad not those circulars been sent 
out. Let all parties, w ho contemplate 
practicing this business in the future, 
remember that in trying to blacken 
the characters of Other persons, they 
cannot make their own white, 
saying is as true as gospel. 

By the way, Mr. Editor, it would 

Seem that there is no way by which 

,w Bngland delegate difficulty 

can be settled. Meanwhile, let the 
Boston mutes send to Paris whomso- 
ever they may fancy. We, outsiders, 
do not want to interfere with them, 
"lor would we have done so in the first 
place, if they had kept within their 
own bounds, and not professed to as- 
sume authority overall New England.
